The other showed an infant of five months in a respirator 
tank. The caption, datelined from Texas, said that the baby 
was a victim of polio paralysis. 
What does a father think when he gazes up from an iron 
lung into the sorrowing, bewildered faces of his children? 
W hat goes through a mother’s mind when she looks down 
on the polio-wasted body of her child? 
One thing they m ust both realize, to their horror and 
regret, is that polio today is unnecessary. There is a safe 
and effective weapon against it in the Sulk vaccine. When it 
strikes a person in 1958 somebody almost surely has been 
guilty of neglect. 
Far too many Americans share this guilt— nearly three 
out of seven, in fact. And among these neglected or neglectful 
millions, none is safe from polio— neither the helpless infant 
nor the wage-earner of a family. Last year babies under tw’o 
•hewed the highest rate of polio attack. Young adults ran 
them a close second. 
The Salk vaccine can protect you against this dreadful 
and incurable disease. Don’t take a chance— take your polio 
shots now before disaster overtakes you.
